nent for our {nnes. le dehnered ys from 
the curſe« Fthe Law. 

And ſoraſmuchashe being onely God, 
conld not f-cle death, neither being onely 
man could oucrcome death ; he 1oyned 
both togctier, and ſuffered his humanitie 
to be punithed with molt cruel death, fee- 
lin2 in hirſelfe the anger and feuere 1ndg- 
meat of Go:,cuer: as #t he had bene in ex- 
treame torments ef hel]; and therefore 
crice with al-«d -cice, My God.my God, 
why haft thou forſaken we? Uhus of his free 
mercie, without co:npuliion,he offered vp 
himſelfe as the vnely facrifice to purge 
the finnes of all che world ; ſo that all o- 
ther ſacrifices for fin areblaſphemous,and 
derocate from the ſufficiencie hereof? 
which death, albcicir did fufticiently re- 
concile vs to God, yet the Sctiptures 
commonly do attribute our regeneration 
to hisreſurre ftien, For as by ning againe 
from the graue thethar( day , he conque- 
red death;eeen ſo the victorieof our faith 
Randeth in his reſurretion:and therefore 
without the ene, we cannot feels the be- 
nefits of the other. For as by his death 
ſinne was taken away : ſo eur righteouſ- 
nefle was reſtored by hs reſurrection, 
And becauſe hee would accompliſh all 
things, and take poſſeſsion for vs in his 
kingdome, ke aſcended into heaven , to 
enlarge the ſame kingdome by the abi. 
6ant pewer of his Spirit,by whom we are 
moſt affured of bis continuall intercefsion 
towards God the Father for ys, 

And although he be in heanen, as tous 
ching his cerporall preſence , where the 
Fatber hath nowfer him at his right hand 
commutting vato him the adminiſtration 
of all things,as wel an heauen abone,as1n 
carth beneath:yet is he prefent with vs his 
members, cuen to the end of the world, 
in preſeraing and goncrning vs with his 
effe:tuall power and grace, who (when all 
tings are fulfilled, which God hath fpo= 
ken by the mouth of his Prophets ſince 
the world began)wil comein the ſamevi- 
fible forme wherein he aſcended , with 
an vnſpeakable maieſtie, power and com- 
panie, to ſeparate the Lambes from the 
Goates, theeleafrom thereprobate :. fo 
that none, whether he be aliuc then , or 
dead betore,(hall eſcape his 1fidgement, 

Moreouer,Ibelcereand confeffethe ho» 
ly Ghuſt, God equall with the Father and 
the Sen,who regenerateth and ſandlifieth 
vs, and rulerth and guideth vs into all 
truth , perſwadirg moſt aſſuredly in our 
conſciences, thac we bethe children of 
God, brethren to Teſus Chriſt,and fellow 
heires with him of life everlaſting'ycrnot» 
with itanding it is not ſufhcient ro beiceue

The ſecond marke, is the holy Sacra... 
ments,to wit, of Baptiſme and the Lords 
Supperywhich SacramencesChrift hath lefe 
vnto vs, as holy lignes and ſeales of Gods 
promiſes, For as by Baptiſine once recei- 
ued is Henified,that we (as well infants, as 
other © age and diſcretion ) being ſtran» 
gers from God by originall ſin, are zecci» 
ued into his famulie and cogregation, with 
full aſſurance, that although this rovt of 
ſmnelie hid in vs, yet to the eleR it ſhall 
not be imputed ſo the Supper declareth, 
that God as amoſt prouident Father doth 
not onelyfced a , but alſo ſpiri- 
tually nouriſheth our ſoules with the era» 
ces and benefits of Teſus Chriſt , ( which 
the vine calleth eating of his fleſh 
anderinking of his blogd : ) neithermuſt 
we in the adminiſtration of the Sacra» 
ments, follow mans fantafie, but as Chriſt 
himſelfe hath ordained, ſo muſt they be 
miniſtred, and by ſuch #s by ordinary vo« 
cation are thereunto called, Therefore 
whoſoeucrreſerdeth or worſhippeth theſe 
Sacraments, or contrariwiſecontemneth 
thera in time andplace, procureth to him« 
ſeif- damnation, 

1hethird mark ofthis Church,is Eccles 
ſaflicall diſcipline, which ſtandeth in ad- 
moniti91 and correction of faults: the fie 
nall end whereof is ex communication, by 
the conſent ofthe Church determined, if 
the effender be opſktinate, And beſide this

Ecclefiaſtical diſcipltme,T acknowledge to 
belong to this Church, a politicke Magi- 
ſtrate, who miniltreth to etery man 1s 
Rice, defending the good, and puniſhing 
the cuill: To whom we muſt render honor 
and obedience in all things, which are not 


contrary to the word of God. And as. 


Moſes , Ezechias, Lofias, and other godly 
rulers purged the Church of God from ſu- 
perſticzon and idsJatric, ſo the defence 
of Chriſts Church appertaineth to the 
Chriſtian Magiſtrates,againſt al Idolaters 
and heretiks, as its, Anabaptiſts, with 
fach likelims of Antichriſt;toroot out all 


doarine of dinels and men, as the Maſle, 


Purgatorie , Paran, Prayer to 
Samts, aud for chedead,Freewill, Diſtin- 
Rlion of meates,apparell and dayes,vowes 
of lingle life, Preſence at idoll ſeruice, 
mans merits,with ſachlike : which drayy 
vs from the ſocictic of Chriſts Church, 
whengin ſtandeth onely remiſgion of ſing, 
purchaſed by Chrilts, bloud to all che:n

that beleene, whether they be Tewes oe
